FBI accused in doE . ov Panther 

WASHINGTON — A civil liberties activist Friilay 
accused the Klil of arrungiu/.the kiliinK at*a Black Panther 
leader in liWU and asked Congress to inve^ti^jate. Morion 
Halperin, director of an inw^itigative project supported I.*y 
• - the American Civil Liberii*ii Lnion. made the accusation in 

a letter to Richard Sprague, chief counsel to the House Se- 
lect Committee on Assassinations. Halperin said the com- 
mittee should IcKik into thi* killing of Black Panther leader 
Fred Hampton, who was Siiot to death during a police raid 
on his Chicago apartment in December 19(59. Halperin said 
documents assembled by t.ie group “do not absolutely 
prove but strongly suggest that the FBI encouraged the 
Chicago police to carry on the raid for tlie purpose of get- 
ting Hampioii killed.”
